Locust. 

Prof. J. G. Lemmon is in Oakland 
again, suffering somewhat from ex- 
posure to the sun while chasing lo- 
custs around Washoe valley. He 
writes to the GazzTTE that he has 
completed his report on the depreda- 
tions of the locusts in this region. It 
will appear in the Bulletin. He finds 
upon exact comparison of specimens 
secured that two of the regular mi- 
grating locusts are with us—the Cul- 
optenus femur-rubrum, or “red-leg lo- 
cust,” and the C. atlantis, or “lesser 
locust.’ They both have shorter 
wings than usual, so possibly cannot 
fly so fur. But it is their habit to 
rise and fly for many miles, as their 
instincts dictate, to find fresh pas- 
tures where their enemies do not 
abound. One of them—the bright 
little olive and white striped—the 
Professor mistook for a Pezotettix 
when here. 

The Professor has made a regular 
scientific report, fairly bristling with 
long Italic names, which he has for- 
warded to Prof. Thomas to be incor- 
porated in the regular report of the 
Locust Commission this season. He 
has also sent the Commission speci- 
mens in full of locusts collected.
